Although a Canadian by birth, Mr. 
Hose has spent a good deal of his 
life on the Continent. :for the most 
part by his own choice, for a. time 
involuntarily, for ho was Interned for 
a period during the.

Mr. Rose has a. long Hat of accom- 
plishments to his credit, which have 
wop h I m fame and recognition as an 
authority on subjects of world-wide 
Interest. lie was the first ithodes 
scholar sent lo Oxford from the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba. In 1012 he was 
appointed to the position of Secretary 
of the Y. M. C. A. in Poland. It. 
was while In this country at the oui- 
break of tho war that, he was interned. 
In the field of Literature he has shown 
eminent talent, translating a hook 
written hy the famous Polish philoso- 
pher, Political licononiist and Social 
reformer, August Clczkowskl. entitled. 
"The Desire of All Nations.'' This, 
itself, was a task of no mean diffi- 
culty.

reached the offices of the Daily. In the first two issues of the week 
of the Varsity special references are made to Saturday's magnificent 
struggle in the columns devoted to sporting comment and in every 
instance the remarks arc extremely favorable. The warm feelings 
of friendship between McGill and Toronto are emphacized and spe- 
cial stress is laid upon the spirit of sportsmanship, which was prév- 
ient throughout the contest. 

The Daily takes this opportunity of reprinting several of these 
statements.

"And this year," continues the Varsity, "we are proud to thinlt 
that the men who wear the Blue and White can win like gentlemen 
and sportsmen. And queerly enough we derive more satisfaction 
■ from the sportsmanlike conduct of the team Saturday than from its 
decisive victory." 

The Toronto publication has complimented McGill highly and 
we sincerely thank The Varsity for the warm sentiments which it 
has shown- It has also expressed great ideals regarding the standard 
required in Intercollegiate athletics and the undergraduates in the 
university of the Queen City may rest assured that McGill will strive 
continually to live up to the highest only. The best is not tco good 
and less than the best is useless.

They markedly resemble 
the present .Springfield rifle and arc 
of very light but rugged construction.

Sir:— The debate last r.ipht on the 
League of Nations wje won by th.f 
side which had the stronger and bet- 
ter position to uphold. Although the 
criticism levelled at the League of Na- 
tions by our fellow students was very 
powerful, it could not invalidate the 
humble and modest plea of Its defend- 
ers that "it has done some good an.d 
don»- no harm." It was on the strength 
of this unassuming claim that the 
League of Nations was upheld. It 
seems to me. Sir, that our Transatlan- 
tic friends could have won a far mote 
decisive victory had they seen fit to 
urge 'hat the present weakness of 
the League — upon which the Negative 
laid telling emphasis — was due large- 
ly to the fact that it was not receiv- 
thc support of all the nations. Had 
the Affirmative availed itself of this 
simple argument, the sledgehammer 
blows of the local champions would 
very largely have spent themelvcs on 
the air. The main contention of the 
negative was that the League of Na- 
tions is unworthy it has not brought 
international peace. The Affirmative 
could have aide- stepped this very neat- 
ly by calmly pointing out that the 
League has not been able to establish 
International peace precisely because 
it has not had the support of all the 
nations. It would not have been diffi- 
cult for them to show a priori that the 
League, if supported by the enor- 
mous power and prealge of the 
United titalcs, and sincerely hacked by 
Franco and also by Russia, would be 
In a position of tremendous import- 
ance, and could very reasonably be ex- 
pected to achieve its purpose. The pro- 
position "Resolved thai the Leugue is 
worthy of the support of all the na • 
lions" is theoretical as well as practi- 
cal, and our fellow imperialists should 
not have permitted the discussion . to 
centre only around the League as It 
is al present, without the support of 
all the nations. They would have been 
justified in forcing the question, 
What would the League be like if it 
did have tin- support of all the na- 
tions? They would liuvo had no dif- 
ficult in answering that tpuetttion to 
their own favor.

Dr. Lomcr Traces Modern 
Book From Original 

PRIMITIVE ART 

Seats in Arts Building of 
Mediaeval Type 

The il. V. C. tflcmn Society held Its 
first regular mooting In Hooni 105 
11. Y. C. with the president Miss Muti- 
ny Bayly In the chair. After Miss 
Mnssy Bayly had welcomed the mem- 
bers of tho Faculty and the now stu- 
dents to the society, she Inriitlticed Dr. 
Lomcr of the Itedpath Library who 
kindly cnoetnesd brld infwyinfwhrdhs 
kindly consented to give 1111 Illustrat- 
ed lecture to the society on Mediaeval 
Mnqers of Hooks," 

Dr. bonier hognu his address by cur- 
rying his audience back H0,0(>0 years to 
the ngo of the Cave-Man. Here was 
the first chapter In the history of our 
Modern book. On the walls of these 
caves wore found crude sortit eh I tigs 
ind the pictures of such animals as 
bison and reindeer. The animals 
drawn on the walls were regnrdod by 
the cave-dwellers as deities because 
these animals furnished food and 
clothing for men. 

In .1.0000 h c, ,.„ m0 ,|„. HCCont j 
chapter of Ibis history. In which is 
found another kind of hnml-wrltlng 
which also has a religious back- 
g round. This chapter s fourni In an- 
cient Egypt, the land of contrasts, of 
aridity and fertile soil. This writing 
both engraved mi granite and written 
on papyrus. The walls of Egyptian 
cmples and tombs arc in reality the 
leaves of a n Egypt inn book. Engraved 
on the granite walls arc found Egypti- 
an tombs "papyri" or "Hooks of the 
Dead" arc found. These books were 
written on whatever materials were 
skins of animals. Most of these writ- 
ings have religious back -grounds and 
depict some deity such as Thoth, tho 
Egyptian God of wisdom, who was the 
inventor of art, science, speech and 
letters. 

In more recent times the monks in 
monasteries: were the hook makers of 
the world. The monks had a taste for 
literature an dn the cloister they had 
the lime necessary fo.- he limiting of 
books. These mediaeval scribes. In 
Iheir book-making, used the Roman 
language and Roman characters, and 
they gave to the world the firs l"-und 
volumes. These books were usually 
bojnd in leather ornamented with gold 
or brass basses but sometimes these 
book-covers were made of mpfal with 
Insets of jewels and g.tld. These books 
were beautifully written and their 
page were adorned with gold and bright 
colours, around the margins of the 
ppoks were drawing's and scroll work. 

Some of these drawings were 
strangely inconslstenl a a mediaeval 
monk had no compunction in turning 
an animal's tail into a vine or in cre- 
ating animals whose species have 
never been seen. 

Theemon ks.l ikenaure mfwmhrss 

These monks, like nature herself, 
had a horror of empty spaces, even 
their capital letter were filled with 
pleures. A lantern slide showed how 
one ingenious monk had made the 
capital letter A by showing Christ 
washing a disciple's feel. 

In mediaeval time books were very 
scarce and regurded as great treasures, 
Many of the monasteries had a special 
treasure-room for their books while 
book were chained to ihe reading tallies 
or shelvev of the library. In monas- 
teries where books were scarce, on the 
Monday before Lent of each year, 
one book was given to each monk 
which he studied during the year ami 
returned a year from that day. 

All books were copied by hand and 
in a monastery a special room was sol 
aside for this purpose! Each monk had 
a special stall a I I be aide of I lie room 
where he copied his text, monks were 
not allowed to speak in Mils room and 
If a monk needed vellum or other mn- 
crial be held up hia hand and the li- 
brarian supplied hint. II he wished to 
change his toxl he made 11. sign to Ihe 
librarian. If he wished a religious 
let book, In? made the sign of Iho cross, 
If he wished a pagan book he imitat- 
ed a dog scratching his ear.- 

Lantern slides of many monaster- 
ies and mediaeval colleges were shown. 
In showing a slide of one of the lec- 
ture rooms at Navarre college, Dr. Lo- 
mer drew attention to Ihe fact thai 
the seats were of the same style as 
those employed today in several rooms 
of the Arts Building! The fact that the 
Arts Dullding furniture Is an exacl 
copy of these antiques is pot alwny'i 
apprcclacd by tho students.

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Tivo milligrams of radium, ivhich 
had been lost, were recovered recent- 
ly for Ur. E. O. Bauer of Mlddletown 
by Professor S. .1. M . Allen of the 
Physics Department of the Cincinnati 
University. 

An electroscope, an instrument used 
in detecting the presence of radium, 
belonging to the University, was used 
by Professor Allen to aid in the search- 

The radium, encased in a silver 
Ciipsul one-quarter of an inch long 
and about the thickness of a darning 
needle, had been used by Dr. Bauer 
In treating patients. 

Accordingly, Professor Allen first 
made a careful search of the doctor's 
office with the electroscope. Hut no 
tnaco of radium was registered by 
the action of the Instrument in th* 
office, house, garage, or motor car be- 
longing to Dr. Un tier. 

However, when the electroscope was 
Placed above a concrete bin at the 
rear of the gurden. where the debris 
from the office was placed, a decided 
movement ,.f the gold leaf detector 
In the. electroscope was noted, and 
therefore it was known that the ra- 
dium was somewhere in the bin. prob- 
ably having been thrown out through 
carelessness, 

Finding- the radium among the con- 
tents of tho bin was somewhat like 
finding a needle in a haystack.
